Sulentic, and after being by me first duly sworn, upon his oath deposes and says:

1. I was licensed to practice law by the State Bar of Texas on May 4, 1990. I was assigned
State Bar of Texas Number 1.9470950. I practiced in Texas until approximately November 30,
1995. I desire to voluntarily resign from the State Bar of Texas at this time.

2. My family and I moved to Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania on or about August 1, 1995, and I
was licensed to practice law in Pennsylvania on September 7, 1995 under Pa. I.D. No. 75834. Since
no later than December 1, 1995, I have not practiced law in Texas or provided legal representation
under my Texas law license.

3. I have been on "inactive" status with the Texas State Bar since approximately June 1,
1996. As of this date, I continue to live in and practice law in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania under my
Pennsylvania attorney's license.

4. My purpose in resigning is not to avoid disciplinary action, and I have no knowledge
of any unresolved allegations of professional misconduct against me.

5. My Texas law license was destroyed and disposed of during transit to Pennsylvania in
1995. The only Bar Card, Law License, and/or Certificate issued to me by the Supreme Court of
Texas and currently in my possession is my State Bar of Texas "Inactive Member" Card, which is
enclosed with this affidavit. Therefore, I have surrendered all Bar Cards, all Law Licenses, and
all certificates issued to me by the Supreme Court of Texas.
